The Civic League feels that 
the Building Commission lias 
studied the problems care- 
fully and come up witii the 
best possible plan. 

The parking and accessibil- 
ity, have been studied and 
projected for many years to 
come. Several adequate al- 
ternative parking areas are 
being considered. 

The Civic League com- 
mended the county hoard of 
supervisors for 4 tiie method 
of financing the project. 

The allegation has been 
made, says Ingram, that the 
county board Is building a 
"monument." Ingram feels 
that the new courthouse 
should be a monument — a lo- 
cal capllol that roflccts the 
dignity of a republic.

Recently, however,, the 
monster movies, fused w^th 
sclence'"ilctlon J stdries, v are 
making a comeback. Poe's 
classic "Premature Burial" 
has been filmed with aston- 
ishing horror and so too have 
many others. 

The public, newly formed 
with each succeeding; gener- 
ation never tires of them and 
flocks to the . movies to view 
the Hollywood stcctacles of 
the supernatural and the 
macabre. Subsequently, the 
horror or shock films will be 
dead within a matter of 
months only to rise again like 
Lazarus at the demand of 
fickle but Imaginative Ameri- 
can filmgoors.

To insure compliance the 
legislature decreed that the 
county treasurer should not 
distribute tax money until he 
was satisfied that the publica- 
tion met the provisions of the 
law. 

The rub Is that so far no- 
body has been able to tell 
Schneider just what should 
be included In the published 
report, so he doesn't know If 
the reports being published 
are complete enough to satis- 
fy the law. 

. There Is even some con- 
troversy as to which taxing 
bodies are obligated under 
the law. One thing is cer- 
tain: the school districts, ably 
represented by a strong 
Springfield lobby, do not 
come under the publication

A friend of mine (now 
happily employed in agency 
work) recalled just such an 
interview.

. too ambitious for them, too 
creative. What they were 
really; seeking, the interview- 
er explained, .was someone 
with 50%' less interest in the 
. position. 

"What they wanted." my 
friend stated, "was a dunce, 
a plodder who would . do a 
half rate job for them' with- 
out any indication of chan- 
neling more energy than the 
minimum amount required." 
.Ridiculous as it may seem, 
this is a popular attitude 
adopted by more than a few 
companies. Motivated by the 
distorted principle of placing 
personnel in positions where 
they are completely unidenti- 
fiable In a corporate system 
s0 as to represent a false 
harmony of group efficiency, 
the company today is more 
concerned with the imago 
than the actual accomplish- 
ments of their employees. 
. "You would be forced to 
slow down, suffocate talent 
and Ingenuity, suppress am- 
bition and pride in your job." 
my friends stated, "for the 
sake of not having your co- 
workers stand out as persons 
performing inferior service 
in their work." In this 
neanderthal selection of job 
candidates, the new employe 
1b forced to stifle any and all 
ambition he may be able to 
lend to his job. 

Some questions job seekers 
may look forward to hearing 
from such puerily operat- 
ing interviewers are: 

1. You seem so artistic. 
Don't you think your talent 
would be better exercised 
elsewhere? (You just hap- 
pen to paint Chinese screens 
in your basement at night for 
relaxation). 

2. Why would you be 
happy working here? (Pre- 
supposing that happiness and 
not performance is the prime 
necessity of your job, which 
smacks of the kind old south- 
ern plantation owners who 
were concerned over whether 
their slaves were happy but 
oblivious to their inborn free- 
doms of self-expression and 
individual progress). 

3. . What are your plans 
for the immediate future? 
(A stumper. If you say, "to 
find a job", you are being too 
blunt and will be automati- 
cally judged as one who will 
be sails fled- Wit h^anyt hhigr 
If you state your secret am- 
bition, you will be looked up- 
on as someone whose out- 
side interests will distract 
you from the job.

Costs More" 

Local government payrolls 
in Illinois arc more than four 
times as big as state payrolls, 
Michael J. Howlett, state 
Auditor of Public Accounts, 
told the Sterling Rotary Club 
Tuesday. 

Speaking at the club's 
luncheon meeting In the 
Blks. Club rooms, Howlett 
pressed his campaign for 
legislation to require manda- 
tory audits of county offices 
and other local governments 
as municipalities and school 
districts already arc "audited 
by law. 

• "It may surprise some of 
you to realize that local gov- 
ernment in Illinois Is much 
bigger than state govern- 
ment," Howlett .told the ilo- 
tarians. 

As of October, 1860, when 
the comparison was made, 
the number of full-time 
equivalent state employes of 
the state of Illinois per 10,000 
population was 56.1, the lo\v 4 
est of any of the DO states 
except the slate of New Jer- 
sey. 

"But at the same time, the 
number of full-time equiva- 
lent employes of local govern- 
ments in Illinois was 223.5 
per 10.800 population, more 
than four times the number 
, fcf-Trtate-cmploye8r~We : 'wcrc 
20th among the states In the 
ratio of local government 
payrollers to populatin, but 
40th in the ration of state 
payrollers to population. 

The evidence Is over- 
whelming that Illinoisans are 
taxed less for their state gov- 
ernment than for their local 
government. They also arc 
taxed less for their state gov- 
ernment than residents of 
most other stales." 

Howlett said efficiency in 
local government Is import- 
ant to spare the taxpayers' 
energy for financing of na- 
tional security, space explor- 
ation and world leadership.

". . . Many people arc 
afraid to use their lakes be- 
cause of the odor and unde- 
sirable appearance due to 
algae. The coliform count 
may show the situation as 
safe, bid they still have an 
aversion to the water and 
call it pollution. These Takes 
could bo Improved by the 
elimination of nutrients and 
institution of proper lake 
management. The initial 
clean-up may be expensive, 
but a maintenance program 
Is nominal in expense. The 
resulting pleasures that can 
be enjoyed through Increased 
recreational use and increas- 
ed properly values justify the 
efforts. Constant vigilance 
wilt be required to prevent 
future pollution of lakes es- 
pecially in areas where the 
population Is increasing rao- 
idly.

Conse- 
quently, the Health Depart- 
ment has warned against us- 
ing the Des Plaines River for 
bathing or other water con- 
tact activity. 

"The limited number of 
Jbacteria counts compiled 
here suggests that the Dcs 
Plaines River water leaves 
Lake County more polluted 
than when It enters." (The 
Health Department was un- 
able to obtain a large num- 
ber of bacteria counts from 
water samples collected at 
regular time Intervals be- 
cause of insufficient labora- 
tory space and personnel.) 

Conclusion* 
"The data recorded and the 
observations made during a 
three year study show that 
inland lake water is in good 
condition except for occa- 
sional isolated trouble spots 
and a few lakes subject to un- 
usual pollution.

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At a casual glance, you 
would assume that most of 
the children would be unable 
to engage in any of the sports 
and play enjoyed by the av- 
erage child.

First Aid 
In Sprains 

By T. B. Qulgley, M.D. 

When someone is struck 
down And badly injured in an 
accident, first aid, given be- 
fore a doctor can get to the 
Injured one, may save ' his 
life. Everyone should know 
what to do In these emergen- 
cies. The following article, 
prepared as a public service 
by the American Mutual Lia- 
bility Insurance Company, 
tells what to do in one ser- 
ious instance. 

A sprain is a scotching or 
partial tear of one of the liga- 
ments which hold bones to- 
gether at a joint. This is 
usually accompanied by pain, 
tenderness and swelling. 
Sprains- occur most frequent- 
ly at the ankle or knee. It 
is often difficult, even for a 
doctor, . to be certain that 
there is not a complete rup- 
ture of a ligament or a frac 
ture without the help of x- 
ray. Bad sprains with* com- 
plete tears of the ligaments 
can, and often do, produce 
severe and even permanent 
disability. 

Sprains arc wounds of liga- 
ments. They differ from cuts 
and abrasions only in that 
they are hidden by the over- 
lying skin, which is intact. 
The basic consideration in 
their treatment is to provide 
the best possible condition 
for healing. Nothing yet has 
been discovered that will 
speed normal repair of any 
wound, although there are 
many things which do the ex- 
act opposite. 

There are five basic rules 
for the first aid treatment of 
suspected sprains.
